REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT AND DIRECTORS 


Consolidation 


January 31, 1949 


To the Citi'.ens of Rutland Town: 

During the past year there have been significant changes in 
the operation of our schools. As rapidly as we approach a new 
high in school attendance expected from results of our own sur- 
vey and from universal forecasts to the same effect, Rutland 
Town will need to plan at least one major building project. 

Two Rural Schools Closed 

Last year witnessed much activity in our communities toward 
some type of school consolidation. The Rutland Town Public 
Educational Council promoted committee work and took part 
in separate and joint meetings of citizens to discuss school prob- 
lems and to derive some means of meeting them. A survey of 
future school populations in the various districts of the town 
was conducted by Samuel G. Young. Facts in his report indi- 
cate the need for new facilities in the near future. 

With so much expressed opinion in favor of some type of 
school consolidation, rather than to go to undue expense in 
repairing conditions at Mill Village and Post schools, it was 
decided to close the two schools this year and to take the pupils 
elsewheie within the town. Arrangements weie made with the 
Rutland Bus Company to transport the children at a rate of 
$75 each for a number of riders per day not exceeding 60. This 
plan allowed an adjustment in attendance to permit operating 
grades 1-3 at Haiti and Cheney Hill. Those in grades 4-8 at 
Cheney Hill are being carried to the Center, likewise grades 5-8 
from Haiti to the Center. Grade 4 from Haiti, is transported 
to the Dyer School, by a private car. 

! 

With Mill Village and Post schools closed, all but two cf 
the other available classrooms are operating to capacity. The 
upper grades at Dyer may accommodate ten more pupils nad 
the primary room at the Center may take care of 15 more. 

Since future increases of enrollment might not effect these two 
rooms so much as those already filled, it seems well to plan at 
once to build new facilities. ~ ; 


It is interesting to note that in the annual town report for 
1939, the following statement appears, “Another matter which 
should be mentioned in connection with the repair program is 
the possibility of consolidation cf the Pest, Haiti, Mill Village, 
and Cheney Hill schools.” It might be said that one half that 
objective is now carried out, though strictly on a temporary 
basis, and by involving the other buildings. 

At the final Council meeting it was suggested that future 
action on consolidation rested with the school directors and 
superintendent and action to be taken by the voters on proposals 
put up to them. In the special school voting held July 27, 1948, 
a proposal was voted down 153 to 104, stated in the warning 
thus: “Shall the Town School District be empowered to raise 
a sum of money not to exceed $100,000 by bonding; said sum 
to be expended for the purchase of a site, architectural plans, 
and the construction of a new school so that the four schools 
in the northerly and easterly part of the town may be con- 
solidated.” 

An initial effort bas been made to consolidate. A negative 
vote with our first proposal need not prevent further attempts 
to achieve what will eventually turn out to be the right course 
of action. This year the warning will again offer a proposal 
which will enable us to gain a school site, receive architectural 
advice,” and to prepare the way toward a definite course in con- 
structing a suitable school in time to meet foreseen demands. 

Maintenance of Buildings 

During the summer reconditioning of buildings the Dyer 
School was given interior and exterior painting and repairs to 
the roof and eaves gutters. New windows were installed in the 
north room to enhance the natural lighting in that room. 

Few general repairs were necessary at the other buildings. 
It is planned to renovate the basement rooms at the Center 
school another summer. Addition of playground equipment at 
the Center is contemplated. 
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Financial Aspects 

■ Salaries, wages, construction materials, tuitions, and trans- 
portation have again contributed to rising costs of operation. 
Though the amount of state aid might be doubled another year 
if the present state aid bill in the Legislature is voted favorably, 
our budget estimates are made on the basis of known receipts 
of last year and on - an anticipated grand list corresponding to 
last year’s. 

Some three years ago we were operating with a genercus 
surplus in the school department. Increased costs in all items 
has not been met with a corresponding increase in school tax 
rate, hence this surplus has been used up. By June 30, 1949, 
our operating expenses will exceed the budget and shew a deficit, 
due to higher salaries, transportation, and possibly tuition, than 
was estimated last year. Also, now that teachers’ salaries for 
a fiscal school year from July to January carry over through 
twelve months, to include July and August, because payments 
begin each September, there should be approximately $3,000.00 
on hand for salaries this next June 3Cth. Thus, it may be seen 
that our new school tax should be enough to cover the proposed 
$41,755.00 budget and any likely deficit which may be estimated 
and reported at town meeting. 

If more state aid is received than estimated under receipts 
in the budget,' due to pending legislation, we would overcome 
the deficit through that source of funds, but it does not seem 
best to plan cn something we aren’t sure we will get. Any sur- 
plus another year would work out very well toward school pro- 
jects that now face us. We cannot definitely rely on increased 
state aid until legislation has gone through to make it certain. 

Transportation costs exceeded the budget as of this next 
June 30th because of the new bus arrangements and because 
since last year's budget was made out it was voted to pay other 
transportation on a one-mile basis. The former was offset by 
savings made in closing two schools that would have demanded 
a considerable amount in repairs. 

Instruction 

In reopening a room at the Center, and operating grades 1-3, 
instead of all six or eight respectively, at Haiti and Cheney Hill, 
the teaching situation for the children has been improved and 
will undoubtedly show better educational results. 


Figures taken from Samuel Young’s survey indicate school 
enrollments for the next five years respectively at 192, 2G2, 207, 
211, and 211. These include high school students and any not 
attending our public schools. The peak enrollment in schools 
will be reached in the years 1959 and 1960 according to national 
reports. It should be noted then that the above figures quoted 
will continue to increase another five years. Thus, we will need 
more teachers and more classrooms on an increasing scale for 
the next ten years. 

Some suggestions have been offered that we consider sending 
pupils to the Barstow School in Chittenden. Such an arrange- 
ment, in relation to our changing school population rate, would 
seem to be for a very short time, if accepted. 

Recommendations 

We recommend operating our schools for the ensuing year 
under the present arrangement as to buildings and distribution 
of children to classrooms. 

We recommend careful consideration of proposals to bring 
some definite acticn toward our own new facilities within the 
next two years. 

We recommend a school tax rate cf $2.10 to meet budgetary 
demands and to pay off any deficit of the fiscal year ending July 
1, 1949. 

With due appreciation hereby expressed to respective teach- 
ers, community groups, the Council, and individuals, who have 
been most cooperative in the educational work of our town.

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REPORT OF 

COOPERATIVE BLISTER RUST CONTROL WORK 
Town of Rutland, Vermont 

1948 

As a result of favorable action by the voters of Rutland at 
the Annual Town Meeting on March 2, 1948, a sum of $200.00 
was made available for use on White Pine Blister Rust Control 
work within the Town. 

This money, together with Federal and State funds available 
for the work, made it possible to complete the eradication work 
on all areas in Rutland requiring attention at this time. Work 
was done in Rutland during the period July 9 to August 18 with 
a crew of five men and an -experienced foreman. 

Areas worked during 1948 are now protected from the spread 
of Blister Rust for seven to ten years. During the course of the 
summers work Blister Rust infections were noted in all pine 
areas examined which indicated the urgent need for control 
measures.
